The plug that was used is on page 125 of the Radio Shack 1985 catalog. It is stock number 274-201. The matchin 
socket is 274-202 for the in-line and 274-203 for the chassis mount. Other suppliers carry a chassis mount male. 
They are rated for 7.5 amps but will carry more without complaining. 

Perhaps this is something the club might consider. In the event of an emergency my base supply would be ready 
and wired for your rig.

One of the greatest bargains of League membership is being 
able to use the ARRL Outgoing QSL Bureau to conveniently send 
your DX QSL cards overseas to foreign QSL bureaus. Your ticket 
for using this service is your QST address label and just $1 per 
pound. You can't even get a deal like that at your local 
warehouse supermarket! And the potential savings over the 
substantial cost of individual QSLing is equal to many times the 
price of your annual dues. Your cards are sorted promptly by the 
Outgoing Bureau staff, and cards are on their way overseas 
usually within a week of arrival at ARRL Hq. More than four 
million cards are handled by the Bureau each year! 


QSL cards are shipped to QSL bureaus throughout the world, 
which are typically maintained by the national Amateur Radio 
Society of each county. While no cards are sent to individuals 
or individual QSL managers, keep in mind that what you might lose 
in speed is more than made up in the convenience and savings of 
not having to address and mail QSL cards separately.

In other words, $1 
is the minimum charge whether you send 1 card or 155 cards. 
Please pay by check (or money order) and write your callsign 
on the check. Do not send cash. 
4) Include only the cards, address label and check in the package.

5) Family members may also use the service by enclosing their QSLs 
with those of the primary member.

Recommended OGSL-Card Dimensions 


The efficient operation of the worldwide system of QSL bureau 
requires that cards be easy to handle and sort. Cards of unusual 
dimensions, either much larger or much smaller than normal, slow 
the work of the bureaus, most of which is done by unpaid 
volunteers. A review of the cards received by the ARRL Bureau 
indicates that most fall in the fol lowing range: Height = 2-3/4 
to 4-1/4 in. (70 to 110 mm), Width = 4-3/4 to 6-1/4 in. (120 to 
160 mm). Cards in this range can be easily sorted, stacked and 
packaged. Cards outside this range create problems; in 
particular, the larger cards often cannot be handled without 
folding or otherwise damaging them. In the interest of efficient 
operation of the worldwide QSL bureau system, it is recommended 
that cards entering the system be limited to the range of 
dimensions given. 


Countries Not Served By The Outgoing QSL Bureau 


Approximately 270 DXCC countries are served by the ARRL 
Outgoing GSL Bureau, as detailed in the ARRL DXCC Countries List. 
This includes nearly every active country. As noted previously, 
cards are forwarded from the ARRL Outgoing Bureau to a 
counterpart bureau in each of these countries. In some cases, 
there is no bureau in a particular country and cards therefore 
cannot be forwarded. For this reason, the ARRL Outgoing Bureau 
cannot forward cards to the fol lowing countries:

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PROPOSED BYLAW CHANGES 


On the following pages is a side-by-side comparison of the proposed bylaws (to be discussed at the October 3 
general membership meeting) and the existing bylaws of North Coast Amateur Radio Club. A Bylaws Committee, 
which included Steve WB8IKO, Rick K8SCI, Bob K8TTZ, and Dirk KD8ZI, drafted the proposed bylaws. The Board 
of Trustees reviewed the draft and voted to recommend to the club that the proposed bylaws be adopted. 


Listed below are the substantive changes incorporated in the proposed bylaws:

The number of regular meetings has been increased from six to twelve per year (Article I, Section 1). 


The definition of a quorum has been changed to six trustees and ten general members (Article I, Section 
4). Currently, a quorum is three officers and 15 general members. 


The dates of nominations and elections have been changed to November and December, respectively (Article 
Il, Section 2). Currently they are held in April and June. 


Trustees and officers terms will begin January 1 instead of July 1 (Article II, Section 3 and Article 
III, Section 3). 


The definition of the powers of trustees has been more clearly defined (Article II, Section 4). 


No disbursement in excess of $100 has been added as a limitation of the trustees! powers (Article II, 
Section 4). 


Definition of a quorum for trustees' meetings has been added (Article II, Section 6). 
Provision has been made for the filling of a vacant trustee position (Article II, Section 7). 
A requirement that the treasurer be bonded has been added (Article II, Section 8). 

Definition of the officers' duties has been expanded (Article III, Section 4) 


Dues for family members have been changed from $6.00/year, proratable, to $1.00/year, nonproratable. 
(Article IV, Section 4b). 


Actions at meetings are carried by a majority vote, instead of a two thirds (2/3) vote (Article IV, 
Section 5). However, changes in the bylaws still require a two thirds (2/3) vote. 


Requirements for changing bylaws has been changed (Article V). 
Article VII, Indemnity, has been added. This article basically states that NCARC will indemnify club 


members for legal expenses, etc., in a legal action, as long as the member was acting in good faith and 
in a manner the member reasonably believed to be in or not opposed to the best interests of the club.

Proposed Bylaws 


ARTICLE I--MEETINGS 
Section 1--Regular meetings 


North Coast Amateur Radio Club, 
herein known as NCARC, shall have 
twelve (12) regular meetings per 
year, one per month, at a place and 
time that is chosen by the 
trustees. 


Section 2=--Special meetings 


Special meetings of the members may 
be held at any time upon call of 
the president or a majority of the 
trustees. 


Section 3--Notice of meetings 


Notice of all regular meetings 
shall be included in the NCARC 
semi-monthly newsletter. Notice of 
any special meetings will be made 
during NCARC's nets. 


Section 4--Quorum 


Six (6) trustees plus ten (10) 
general members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of 
business at any regular or special 
meeting of NCARC. 


ARTICLE II--TRUSTEES 
Section 1--Number of trustees 
The number of trustees shall be 
thirteen (13), and they shall 
consist of the following:

Existing Bylaws 
ARTICLE V--MEETINGS 
Section I 


N.C.A.R.C. shall have six meetings 
per year. August, October, 
December, February, April, and 
June of each year at a place that 
is chosen by the membership. 


ARTICLE IX--QUORUM 


A quorum for all meetings shall 
consist of 3 officers and 15 
members. A quorum must be present 
in order for any action to be made 
at a meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII--TRUSTEES 
Section II 
The trustees of N.C.A.R.C. shall be 
limited to nine (9) individuals 


elected from the general membership 
through the normal election process. 


Section 2--Election of trustees 


All trustees are elected by the 
NCARC general membership. 
Nominations for expired trustee 
positions shall be at the regular 
meeting held in November. All 
individuals nominated must be 
present during the November regular 
meeting to accept the nomination, 
or must have a letter on file with 
the NCARC secretary stating their 
intention to accept such a. 
nomination. 


The election ballot shall be mailed 
to all NCARC members following the 
November regular meeting. The 
completed ballots must be returned 
prior to the start of the December 
regular meeting. The ballots shall 
be counted at the December regular 
meeting. 


Section 3--Term 


At the first election process, 
there shall be elected nine (9) 
trustees (in addition to the NCARC 
officers): three (3) for one (1) 
year, three (3) for two (2) years 
and three (3) for three (3) years. 
At all subsequent elections, there 
shall be elected three (3) trustees 
for three (3) year terms of office.

The election ballot shall be mailed 
to all members in good standing 
with the newsletter following the 
April nomination meeting. 


Section IV 


The completed ballot shall be 
returned to the person appointed 
at the April meeting accompanied 
with the dues for the up coming 
year not less than two weeks prior 
to the June meeting. 


Section V 


At the June meeting the results of 
the election will be determined. 
The newly elected officers and 
trustee terms will commence 
effective July 1. 


ARTICLE VIII--TRUSTEES 
Section III 


The term of office for trustees 
are as follows: During the first 
election process, there shall be 
elected nine (9) trustees; three 
(3) for one (1) year; three (3) 
for two (2) years; three (3) for 
three (3) years. At all 
subsequent elections, there shall 
be elected three (3) trustees for 
three (3) years. 


Trustees' terms shall begin on 
January 1 following their election 
at the previous December regular 
meeting. 


Section 4--Powers of trustees 


The trustees shall have the control 
and management of the business, 
funds and property of NCARC, 
Subject only to the action of the 
members in meeting assembled. It 
may promulgate and enforce rules 
governing the use of the property 
and privileges of NCARC by its 
members and appoint standing or 
Special committees of NCARC. 


No contract which exceeds $100.00 
may be entered into and no 
disbursement in excess of $100.00 
May be made without a majority vote 
of the general membership. The 
only exception shall be by a 
majority vote of the trustees in 
the case of emergency repair needs 
of NCARC repeater systems. 


Section 5--Meetings 


The trustees shall hold regular 
meetings within two (2) weeks prior 
to all regular meetings of the 
general membership at a place and 
time that is chosen by the 
president. 


Section 6--Quorum 


A majority of the whole authorized 
number of trustees shall be 
necessary to constitute a quorum 
for a meeting of the trustees. 
However, a majority of the trustees 
in office shall constitute a quorum 
for filling a vacancy in the 
authorized number of trustees or in 
the officers of NCARC. 


Section 7--Vacancies 


Trustees failing to attend three 
(3) consecutive trustees' meetings 
without just cause shall 
automatically be removed and their 
position declared vacant. Just 


Section I 


Trustees of N.C.A.R.C. are 
primarily responsible for 
monitoring the various activities 
of the club to insure that its own 
purposes described in Article II 
are accomplished. 


Section IV 


No contract which exceeds $100.00 
may be entered into without a 
majority vote of the general 
membership.

ARTICLE V--MEETINGS 
Section II 


All trustees of N.C.A.R.C. shall 
meet within two weeks prior to all 
regular meetings at the discretion 
of the President. 


ARTICLE VIII--TRUSTEES 
Section VII 


Officers or Trustees failing to 
attend three (3) consecutive board 
of director meetings without just 
cause shall be removed from office 
and their office declared vacant. 


cause may include, but is not 
limited to, illness, job, or 
relocation. 


In the event of a declared vacant 
trustee position, the trustees may 
appoint a member from the NCARC 
general membership to fulfill the 
vacancy until the next regular 
election. 


Section 8--Bonds 


No trustee shall be required to 
have any bond or surety for the 
faithful performance of their 
duties with the exception of the 
treasurer. 


Section 9--Compensation 


No NCARC trustee shall be entitled 
to or shall receive any 
compensation for attendance at any 
meetings or any other services 
rendered to NCARC. 


ARTICLE III--OFFICERS 
Section 1--Composition 
The officers of NCARC consist of a 
president, vice president, 
secretary-and treasurer. All 
officers are also trustees. 


Section 2--Election of officers 


The election of officers is handled 
in the same manner as the election 


of trustees per Article II, Section 


2 of these bylaws. 
Section 3--Term 
Officers' terms shall begin on 


January 1 following their election 
at the previous December regular 


meeting, and shall be for a term of 


one (1) year. 
Section 4--Duties 


The officers shall perform the 
following duties: 


Just cause may include but is not 
limited to illness, job, or 
relocation. 


Section V 

No trustee shall be required to 
have any bond or surety for the 
faithfull performance of their 
duties. 

Section VI 

No trustee shall be entitled to or

ARTICLE VII--OFFICERS 
Section II 


All officers of N.C.A.R.C. are 
elected by the membership. 


Section III 


The term of office for all officers 
of N.C.A.R.C. shall be one year. 


Section I 


N.C.A.R.C. shall have four officers: 


(a) President. The president 
Shall preside at all meetings 
of members and trustees, and 
perform generally all duties 
usually incident to such 
office, and such other and 
further duties as may from time 
to time be required by the 
members or trustees. 


(b) Vice president. The vice 
president shall perform all the 
duties of the president in case 
of the latter's absence or 
disability. In case both the 
president and vice president 
are absent or unable to perform 
their duties, the members or 
trustees, as the case may be, 
May appoint a president pro 
tempore. 


(c) Secretary. The secretary 
Shall keep an accurate record 
of all transactions of the 
members and trustees. The 
secretary shall give all 
notices required by law and all 
notices provided by the bylaws 
of NCARC. The secretary shall 
keep a proper secretary's book, 
and shall properly record 
therein all minutes of members' 
and trustees' meetings, and 
Such other matters as shall be 
proper and necessary. 


(d) Treasurer. The treasurer 
Shall receive and safely keep 
all moneys, rights and choses 
in action belonging to NCARC, 
and the same shall be disbursed 
under the direction of and to 
the satisfaction of the 
trustees. Proper vouchers 
Shall be taken for all such 
disbursements. It shall be the 
treasurer's duty to keep an 
accurate account of the 
finances of NCARC on the books 
of NCARC prepared and furnished 
for that purpose, and all books 
Shall be open for inspection 
and examination by the trustees 
or any committee of the members 
appointed for that purpose. 


A. President - to preside at 
and conduct all meetings. The 
president also has the authority to 
appoint committees to act on 
Specific tasks which may be outside 
the scope of normal routine 
business. 


B. Vice President - to 
assist the president, and in the 
absence of the president to take 
over those duties. 


C. Secretary = to record in 
writing all business and actions 
taken at all meetings. 


D. Treasurer - to maintain 
an up-to-date record of the 
N.C.A.R.C. assets and liabilities, 
to receive, and deposit all monies, 
and to dispense any funds necessary 
in the normal activities of the 
club so directed by the trustees or 
actions made at meetings. 


The treasurer shall render an 
account of the standing of 
NCARC at the regular meetings 
of the members and at such 
other times as the trustees may 
require. The treasurer shall 
perform all such other and 
further duties as may be 
required by the president or 
trustees. 


_ ARTICLE IV--MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1--Classification 


There shall be two classes of 
members, individual and family. 
Both classes of members shall be 
eligible to hold office and 
entitled to vote at meetings of 
NCARC. 


Section 2=-Individual members 


Individual members may include any 
person who is interested in the 
advancement of NCARC's purposes as 
Stated in the Articles of 
Incorporation. 


Section 3--Family members 


Family members may include any 
person who is interested in the 
advancement of NCARC's purposes as 
Stated in the Articles of 
Incorporation, is a relative of an 
individual member, and resides at 
the same address as the individual 
member. 


Section 4--Membership dues 


The annual membership dues of NCARC 
Shall be: 


(a) Individual members: 

$12.00 per year, prorated at 
$1.00 per month starting July 1 
of each year. 


(b) Family members: $1.00 per 
year starting July 1 of each 
year. Dues for family members 
are not proratable. 


ARTICLE III--MEMBERSHIP 


The General membership of the 
N.C.A.R.C. at any time shall 
include any person who may be 
interested in amateur radio and the 
advancement of same. 


ARTICLE VI--VOTING 
Section I 


All N.C.A.R.C. members in good 
Standing have equal voting 
privileges. 


ARTICLE X--MEMBERSHIP DUES 


The annual membership dues of 
N.C.A.R.C. shall be: $12.00 per 
year, prorated at $1.00 per month 
Starting July 1st of each year. 
Family membership - each additional 
person at the same residence may 
also be a voting member of 
N.C.A.R.C. at the annual fee of 
$6.00 per year, prorated at $.50 
per month starting July 1st of each 
year. 


Section 5--Voting 


A majority vote of a quorum shall 
rule in all actions taken at 
meetings, except for Article 
V--Amendment of Bylaws. 


ARTICLE V--AMENDMENT OF BYLAWS 


Bylaws may be adopted, amended or 
repealed by the members by a 
two-thirds (2/3) vote of a quorum. 


Written notification of a proposed 
amendment to the bylaws must be 
mailed to all members no later than 
fourteen (14) days prior to the 
meeting at which the proposed 
amendment is to be acted upon. 


The officers of NCARC shall ensure 
that copies of the proposed 
amendment are available for 
inspection. 


ARTICLE VI--PARLIAMENTARY AUTHORITY 


"Robert's Rule of Order, Revised" 
shall govern any situation at 
meetings not specifically covered 
by these bylaws. 


ARTICLE VII--INDEMNITY 


(a) Any person who was or is a 
party or is threatened to be made a 
party to any threatened, pending, 
or completed cause of action, suit 
or proceeding, whether civil, 
criminal, administrative, or 
investigative (other than a suit by 
or in the right of NCARC) by reason 
of the fact that the person is or 
was a trustee, officer, member, or 
agent of NCARC, or is or was 
serving at the request of NCARC as 
a trustee, officer, member, or 
agent of another corporation, 
partnership, joint venture, trust, 
or other enterprise, shall be 
indemnified by NCARC for expenses 
(including reasonable attorneys' 
fees), judgments, fines and amounts 
paid in settlement actually and 


ARTICLE VI--VOTING 
Section II 


In all actions taken at meetings, 
two thirds (2/3) vote shall be 
cast for any action to be passed 
by the members present. 


ARTICLE XII--AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS 


These By-laws may be amended by 
an affirmative vote of two thirds 
(2/3) of the votes cast by the 
membership present at a meeting. 
Any proposed amendments must be 
read at a previous meeting prior 
to any action. 


ARTICLE XIII--PARLIAMENTARY AUTEORITY 


"Robert's Rule of Order, Revised" 
shall govern any situation at 
meetings not specifically covered 
by these By-laws. 


ARTICLE XI--LIABILITY 


No member shall be liable to 
N.C.A.R.C. for any loss of the 
club's property or damage thereto 
unless such loss or damage is 
caused by their own gross 
negligence or willful misconduct. 


reasonably incurred by the person 
in connection with such cause of 
action, suit, or proceeding if the 
person acted in good faith and ina 
manner the person reasonably 
believed to be in or not opposed to 
the best interests of NCARC, and, 
with respect to any criminal action 
or proceeding, had no reasonable 
cause to believe the person's 
conduct was unlawful. The 
termination of any action, suit, or 
proceeding by judgment, order, 
settlement, conviction, or upon a 
plea of nolo contendere or its 
equivalent, shall not, of itself, 
create a presumption that the 
person did not act in good faith 
and in a manner which the person 
reasonably believed to be in or not 
opposed to the best interests of 
NCARC, and, with respect to any 
criminal action or proceeding, had 
reasonable cause to believe that 
the person's conduct was unlawful. 


(b) Any person who was or is a 
party or is threatened to be made a 
party to any threatened, pending, 
or completed cause of action or 
Suit by or in the right of NCARC to 
procure a judgment in its favor by 
reason of the fact that the person 
is or was a trustee, officer, 
member, or agent of NCARC, or is or 
was serving at the request of NCARC 
as a trustee, officer, member or 
agent of another corporation, 
partnership, joint venture, trust, 
or other enterprise, shall be 
indemnified by NCARC against 
expenses (including reasonable 
attorneys' fees) actually and 
reasonably incurred by the person 
in connection with the defense or 
settlement of such action or suit 
if the person acted in good faith 
and in a manner the person 
reasonably believed to be in or not 
opposed to the best interests of 
NCARC. However, no indemnification 
shall be made in respect of any 
Claim, issue, or matter as to which 
such person shall have been 
adjudged to be liable for 
negligence or misconduct in the 


performance of the person's duty to 
NCARC unless, and only to the 
extent that, the court in which 
Such action or suit was brought 
shall determine, upon application, 
that despite the adjudication of 
liability but in View of all the 
circumstances of the case, such 
person is fairly and reasonably 
entitled to indemnity for such 
expenses as such court shall deem 
proper. 


(c) Any indemnification under 
Sections (a) and (b) (unless 
otherwise ordered by a court of 
competent jurisdiction) shall be 
made by NCARC only as authorized in 
the specific case upon a 
determination that indemnification 
of the trustee, officer, member, or 
‘agent is proper in the 
circumstances because the person 
has met the applicable standard of 
conduct set forth in sections (a) 
and (b). Such determination shall 
be made (1) by the trustees by a 
majority vote of a quorum 
consisting of trustees who were not 
parties to such action, suit, or 
proceeding, or (2) if such a quorum 
is not obtainable, or, even if 
obtainable, a quorum of 
disinterested members so directs, 
by independent legal counsel in a 
written opinion. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of sections (a) and 
(b) of this Article, to the extent 
that a trustee, officer, member, or 
agent of NCARC has been successful 
on the merits, or otherwise, in 
defense of any action, suit or 
proceeding referred to in such 
sections, or in the defense of any 
claim, issue, or matter therein, 
the person shall, in any event, be 
indemnified against expenses 
(including reasonable attorneys' 
fees) actually and reasonably 
incurred by the person in 
connection therewith. 


(d) Expenses incurred in defending 
a civil or criminal action, suit, 
Or proceeding may be paid by NCARC 
before the final disposition of 


Such action, suit, or proceeding. 
Such expenses may be authorized by 
the trustees in a specific case 
only upon receipt by NCARC of an 
undertaking by or on behalf of the 
trustee, officer, member, or agent 
to repay any such amount unless it 
Shall ultimately be determined that 
the person is entitled to be 
indemnified in such amount by 
NCARC. 


(e) The indemnification provided 
by this Article Seven shall not be 
deemed exclusive of any other 
rights to which those seeking 
indemnification may be entitled by 
any law of the State of Ohio, 
bylaw, agreement, vote of members 
or disinterested trustees, or 
Otherwise, both as to action taken 
in the person's official capacity 
and as to action in another 
capacity while holding such office 
and shall continue as to a person 
who has ceased to be a trustee, 
officer, member, or agent and such 
rights shall inure to the benefit 
of such person's heirs, executors, 
and administrators.
